Mizell. who purchased him yes- 
terday from J. \V. PangK*. 

Merry Jubilee was carried wiile in the streti-h, 
wliich enabled Balfron to w'in an easy victory in the 
opening dasii. Twinkle To<*s w'ais the favorite in 
the se<*ond and simply cantered tlirougliout. An- 
otlier favorite scored in the fiftli race and just as 
easily as did Twinkle Toes. 

Small fields went to the post in all the da.v’s 
races and all the winners. witJi the exception of 
Knver Bey, had substantial margins at the end. 

In view of tlie ideal climatic conditions that have 
been prevailing here, it is difficult for tiie Ameri-

hearing from friends in less favored localities. 

LITTLE SICKNESS AMONG HORSES. 

Tliere is much less sickness among the five hun- 
ilred horses quartered at Oriental Park, than is 
ordinarily the case at any race track sheltering 
an equal number of horses. Aside from sliipping 
sickness, which is encountered at all times and 
everywhere, even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances. there has been only two cases of sick- 
ness among the horses at Oriental Park to date, 
Arthur Middleton ami Dental are the two horses 
involved. They botli liave been suffering with ca- 
tarrhal fever. 

Tlie first casualty of the season resulted iu the 
death of J. J. Feeney’s useful plater First Degree. 
This horse’s lungs w’ere pierced by one of the ribs 
which were broken when he fell into a ditch after 
winning a race on DecemlM*r 11 and he died a few’ 
days later, after having seemingly improveil. First 
Degree was a dei>end:ible racer and his death robs 
l:is owner of a useful racing tool. 

Assistant starter Frank MetJinty, who spent a 
month at Key West in the interest of the Cuba- 
Aniericau Joi’key Club, assisting racing men in get- 
ting their horses across to Cuba and otherwise mak- 
ing himself helpful to Americans coming here to en- 
joy the racing, lias rei>orted to starter Milton and 
taken up his regular duties. Mc*Giuty is a capalde 
starter iiimself and wlien the press of otiier duties 
keeps Mr. Milton, who fills the dual role of starter 
and assistant manager at Oriental Park, awa.v from 
the barrier maaisionally. the task of starting is 
temporarily delegated to McGinty.

Keogh, King of the Scarlets. Elizabeth H.. Wliite 
Crow’U, Little Nepiiew. Cardome. Old Ben. Cliatter- 
box. Cousin Dan, Margaret L.. Two Uoyals. Golden 
Soldier, Beau of Menlo. Sallie O’Day. Milton Camp- 
1 h* 11, Sol Mintz, Nonesuch, IMnafore II., and Fielder 
II. are among the most recent arrivals of horses.

Munford’s most notable suci’css as a trainer was 
achieved with the gooil mare Meadow, which he 
develoiM*d and trained for Wade McLeniore, a 
Texas breeder.

Martin, w’hile Pitz is to ride as a free lance.

Park in an official capacity, has received the un- 
welcome tidings of the death of the 3 'earling filly 
by Boots and Saddle — Lyrist at his Argyle Stud, 
at Louisville.

Of tliis amount .$4,900 was earned as the result of her victories iu 
tlie Astoria Dinner Stakes at .\<|U*^<luct and the Kentucky Selling Stakes at Saratoga. Wawbeek’s vic- 
tor.v iu tlie Daiiioiselle Stakes ;it Empire (Mt.v added $2.23.7 to tlie stable’s winnings and placed tlie Rock- 
toii §Ily se«*oiid iu the iiioue.v I’oluiuii.

John Sanford's Sensational Two-Year- Old Tippity Breeders and Turfmen In Conference to Flan Sys- 
Witchet Has Excellent Racing Credentials. tematic Assistance From Racing. 



While no annouiK*ement has been made regard- 
ing the plans of the John Sanford racing establish- 
ment for next year, it would not lie surprising if 
later we hear that Tippity Witchet will be nomi- 
nated and trained for the Kentucky Derby. The 
signing of J. W. Yoiiiig as trainer of a division of 
the big stable of the Amsterdam turfman may 
have some connection with a contemplated cam- 
paign over the Kentucky tracks. Another sig- 
nificant fact is that no nominations were made for 
the Sanford horses in any of the Westchester Rac- 
ing Association stakes for next spring, while en- 
tries to the Saratoga stakes were as liberal and 
extensive as in fonner j’ears. Tlie Belmont meet- 
ing will conflict with Kentucky racing dates, but 
not so with the Saratoga racing, and if a Kentuckj’ 
campaign is included in the plans for 191R the ab- 
sence of stake entries at Belmont Park is ac- 
counted for. 

It docs not r<*quire any great stress of the im- 
agination to surmis4‘ tiiat the purchase of Tippity 
Witchet for $20.5(H) at the dispersal sale of the 
Brighton Stable at Pimlico maj’ have lieeii proiupt(‘d 
b.v a desire to again win the Kentucky Derbj*. It 
was in 191(» that John Sanford bought George 
Smith with a view to wiiiuiiig Kentucky’s historic 
race and later had the satisfaction of seeing tiuit 
go<Kl colt carrj’ his colors to victorj' over A. K. Ma- 
comber’s English -bred colt. Star Hawk. 

Uertain it is that Mr. Sanford has a prospective 
Derb.v candidate in Tippit.v Witchet. wliose racing 
credentials compare favorablj* with any two-year- 
old of tlie jear. Tlie sensational performances of 
this wonderful piece of liorse flesh createil nearly 
as mucli interest in racing <’ir**les as did the per- 
formances of tlie great three -.vear- olds. Omar 
Khaj'.vam and Iloiirless. 

Tills small horse astonished liorsemeii b.v conci^- 
iiig weight and beating older opponents with the 
same ease with which lie disiwscd of horses of his 
own age.’ No distance nor weight seemed to be too 
much for this sturdj' son of Bnxmistick. His record 
of fourteen winning nices out of twent.v starts, 
during which he was but once unplaced, s|>eaks for 
itself. 

Tippitj’ seems to thrive on racing and needs but 
little work to keep liim in condition. He is of 
the small, liard.v t.vin*, built on the same Hues as 
Andrew ililler’s redoubtable cliampiou Roaiuer. 
Few esiM'ct to see Tippitj’ grow miicii or fill out 
during the winter, hut all are agreed that he will 
lie a hard one to l>eat if he races to the form dis- 
placed in Maryland last fhil. 

After paying $20,500 for this ixipular racer, prob- 
abl.v the liighest price ever paid for a gelding, it 
dws not seem likMy that John Sanford will over- 
look au opportunit.v to carry off such a rich prize 
as the Kentuckj* Dcrh.v, especiall.v with such a 
logical candidate as Tippity Witchet in his stable.

trainer for the Wliitne.v stable. Pennant, unlxuiten 
as a two and three -.vear -old, has had a precarious 
time since l>ecause of a bad leg M’liich made it 
difficult to get him to flic races, Iu maii.v n‘six*cts 
his career has been similar to tliat of Old Ri>sehud, 
the gn^’it rival of I'eiiuant M’heii Ixitli M’ere two- 
year-olds in 1913. in Miiich year they did not have 
an opixirtunity to decide M’hicli M’as the better. 
Both fell lame earl.v iu their tliree -year-old cam- 
paign. imt b.v the exercise of great patience, 
tliey M-ere brouglit back to the turf, Old Rosebud 
meeting M’itli such success tliat he obtained the 
leadersliip of tlie handicap division in the season 
just ended.

three -year-old and will enter him in the Kentucky 
Derby. Boniface made his initial appearance under 
colors at the spring meeting of the New Ixmisville 
Jockey Club at Churchill Downs and created a gootl 
impression by winning over a fair band of young- 
sters in convincing fashion. His next start was 
at Douglas Park and resulted in another easy vic- 
tory. 

A few days later Boniface met his first defeat 
when .\t.'ilanta took ids measure in a dash of five- 
eighths of a mile, the success of the latter being 
due principally to the suiierior riding of jmkey 
iIor.vs. Stearns had the mount <»n Boniface and liis 
wretched handling of tiie Ward colt cost liini tlie 
race. 

From Douglas Park the colt was taken to Kenil- 
worth Park at Windsor and the change of s<*ene 
seemed to affect Boniface ailversely, as in his first 
start there he got away slowly and galluiied liehind 
his opiHinents throughout. Jack Hare Jr., Atalaiita 
and C. A. Comiskey winning in the order named. 

Honifaee was not raced again until the autumn 
meeting at Cliiirchill Downs, where he won at the 
first asking, displaying speed in abundance after 
getting away to a slow start, lieing awarded tlie 
verdict in the final strides of a terrific stretch 
drive. 

Moving over to Latonia for his engagement in tlie 
Fort Tliomas Stakes. Boniface encountered hard 
racing luck during the running of that event, being 
forced wide in tlie stretch Avhen he was in a con- 
tending position, whicli cost him second place. 
Boniface was third with such ginxl ones ns Viva 
America, Tex Forinaii, Herald, Everest and others 
behind him. 

His last start of the year was in a handicap at 
three-ouarters of a mile, in which he failed to 
show his usual si>eed ami was outpaced throughout. 

Trainer Ward is satisfied that the colt has shown 
him enough t<» warrant the Isdief that Boniface 
will l>e a much better three-year-old ami be able 
to hold his own in fast company next year. 

Boniface is wintering in fine comlltioii. growing 
heavier and spreading out in general. His owner 
savs Bonifai-e will go a long distance in gixMl style 
and should lie able to stay the Derliy route. 
♦ 

TRAINER OF FAMOUS BARCALDINE DIES 

Patrick Uonnolly, famous a long time ago as a 
great jmkey and, after liis riding days were over, 
as a higlily successful trainer, died last month at 
his home in Ireland. Among tlie great horses he 
had to do witli in one capacity or other were tin- 
iinlieaten Barealdine, The Baron, Bendigo, Man o’ 
War, Buekshot and a host more of high-class ami 
fine performers. Uoucerning the early days of 
Barealdine, an Irish writer says: 

•‘Pat (’onnolly wrote an interesting story of the 
career of Barealdine and until his reniinisceiiees 
were published, few knew really the truly great 
merits of that ‘smasher.’ The first thing that 
impressed Uonnoll.v with th<‘ idea that the eolt 
(whieh came to his place at The (’urragli as a 
yearling 1 might lx* something out of the onliiiary. 
was that the inaii who liad led him fnun Ids 
breeder’s to ('urragli View told l*at that the 

yearling ‘had nearly broken my heart, so fast 
did he walk.’ In looks it would appear from (’oii- 
nollv’s statement that Barealdine was nothing out 
of the common in his yearling stage; indeed, ac- 
cording to the deceased clironicler, he was ‘not 
much to look at.’ Barealdine thrived so well at Cur- 
rugh View that his trainer gradually became eon- 
firmed in his view tliat he hud in liis charge a 
colt destined to make turf history and, having 
advised Barcaldine’s tlien owner to that effeet. it 
was arranged to put him ‘through the mill.’ There 
was in the stable at tlie time a useful three- 
year-old called Herengaria (whieh at the stud 
became the dam of Ian) ami she had just previously 
won the Belfast Handicap at IKiwn Royal meeting, 
lier success !>eing aeliieved under a liglit weiglit 
in a common canter. Barealdine was set to give 
her nine pounds, plus of course, tlie year, he being 
a two-year-old then. He beat the fill}* in a canter, 
the owuier, who was looking on, being incredulous 
tlfit the tw'o- year-old could be equal to the ac- 
complishment.” 

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

I’nder the heading “Secret treaty between Japan 
and Russia for joint armed demonstration against 
America and Great Britain in the far East.” the 
Izvestia publishes what it says is the text of the 
secret treaty drawn un last year providing *for 
joint action by Russia and Japan to prevent any 
third country from acliieving iKilitical dominance 
in China. The treaty, dated July 3, 1916. runs for 
five years, automatically extending itself until 
a year after one party expresses the desire to annul 
it. 

Secretary Linsing said yesterday that no infor- 
mation of the terms of Germany's exi>ected “Christ- 
mas peace” offer has reached the state department, 
and that the attitude of the United States toward 
a i>eace negotiation was unchanged. Wlmt piin>ort.s 
to be an outline of the peace terms has been re- 
ceived in Washington through neutral diplomatic 
channels. The attitude of the United States on 
peace accords with that of the cobelligerents — 
reparation and restoration by Germany. 

The old French cruiser Cliateaurenault, employed 
as a transport, wois torpedoed and sunk in the 
Mediterranean on the morning of December 14, 
and the submarine which attacked her later w’as 
destroyed, according to an announcement made by 
the French minister of marine. The passengers 
on tlie Cliateaurenault. all of whom w’ere either 
soldiers or officers, w’ere saved. Ten members of the 
crew were lost. 

Winter wdieat this year, pl.nnted on the largest 
acreage ever sown in the history of the country, 
showed on December 1 the lowest condition on 
record. A forecast of a crop of only 540, 000. (KM) 
bushels was made yesterday by the department of 
agrii’ulture. The final production, however, will 
be above or lielow” that quantity, according as con- 
ditions hereafter are better or worse than the 
average, 

A dispa tell from I’etrograd as.serts it w’as un- 
officially reiMirted the Germans have refused the 
Russian peace terms and that the Bolsheviki dele- 
gation has bt*en recalled to Petrograd. The decision, 
if accurately reixirted, does not mean resumption 
of hostilities on the Russian front at once, as 
complete stoppage of all fighting for a month has 
already lieen agreed up by terms of the armistice. 

Tliree British aviators in training at Fort Worth, 
Texas. w*ere killeil yesterday w’heii two iiiacliines 
collided in the air. Two of the men were in one 
iiiacliiiie. The collision took place at a low altitude 
and less than half a mile from the landing field. 
The dead: Arthur Eden Webster, Kingston, N. 

Y.: Lieut. Russe .Tenner. Kingsville, Ontario, and 
Cyrie Albert Baker, Kent, England. 

Declaration of war against Gemiany by Argen- 
tina is regarded as almost certain in Ijatiii- Ameri- 
can diplomatic circles in Washington, as the result 
of new evidences of (Jerinany trickery disclosed 
siniiiltaiieously in Washington and Buenos Aires by 
publication of another scries of telegrams lietween 
the notorious Count Luxberg of “spurlos versenkt” 
fame, and the Berlin foreign office. 

Plans w’ell laid by the war department contem- 
plate the listing for service in tiie national army 
under tlie new questionnaire, now being answered 
by the draft men, of a sufficient force to enable 
President Wilson to issue a call for a new’ draft 
about February 1. This call, it is now expected, 
will be for 313,000 men. not for 500,000 men, as 
has lM*en generally lM*lieveil. 

President Wilson Avill send a message to Congress 
recommending enactment of legislation to meet the 
transiMirtation situation iniiueiliately after the holi- 
dav recess. Until it lias lM‘en received, the presi- 
dent yesterday reijiiested that the Interstate Com- 
merce* Commission coianiittee w'itliliold making any 
investigation as provided under the Cummins reso- 
lution. 

The officers of the Russian army in France have 
volunteered as a IsKly to give their ser>’ices to the 
United Stat«*s. They are desirous of continuing 
the battle against the Germans, notwithstanding 
the Russo-German pence negotiations and declare 
tliev will welcome un opportunity to fight to the 
finish for Russia under the Stars and Stripes. 

Austria-Hungary is pletlged to siipiwrt (;ermany 
in ndention of Alsace-Lorraine, aci-ording to a dis 
patch printed yesterday in the Matin, purporting to 
reveal the text of the agreement between the two 
biggest I'entral |K>wers. The Matin also asserts 
Germany has determined not to evacuate Belgium 
and France unless her colonies were restored. 

A proposal that the province of (Jueliec secede 
from the Dominion of ('aiiada was expressed in a 
motion intro«luced into the provincial legislature 
assemblv yesterday by J. N. Francoeur, deputy for 
Lothblniere, Qm-bec is the only province that voteii 
against conscription at the recent election. The 
iuotiun#will lie debated January 8. 

All alcoholic beverages except light wines and 
iKtrs are denied to members of tlie American ex- 
peditionary forces in France by Gen. Pershing in 
general orders issued yesterday.
